Thes* eeoditions are deactibed in a 
letter to Mm Itev. Dr. & T. Mulllns, 
Loulavllle, chairman for Kentucky of 
the China Famine Fund, and alao are 
told of in the report of the American 
Minister aft Peking atut to P raa l d sn t 
Wilson. The caaipa^ to save these 
people from atarvatiaa was launched 

The .Xmerican Minister states that 
of this number, 15,000,000 are sol>sist- 
ing on dry leaved and lO^OOO^SOO of 
them are < liildren. 

Dr. Mull ins .says this famine is the 
greatest since the one in 1916 when 
**the world stoo<l aghast at the death 
of millions hy starv^ttion and coki. 
I The horrors of that year aia at ear 
very doors,*' he said. 

The area Ihvolved la larger than 
Fran'^e and embraces ShaataB(b Vian- 
si, CldhU and Hoaan. 

A missionary in a letter received 
yesterday by Dr. Mullins. says: 

*'This dreadful famine follows five 
years of cn^v failures. Millions of 
men, women and rhildren are eating 
tlie last of their dry leaves. The win- 
tors here are very eeld bat these peo- 
plp have no fuel — they depend on 
leaves and gooliang stalks to heat 
their huta--thej have neither. 

Typhue Upon Them. 

"This appeal is not ours but theirs. 
I paaaed from Techow to Tientsin, 
there waa ealy barrenness, wheat had 
been sown in some few spots, but it Is 
%loDg wait until harvest time and sow 
typhus is upon ua. 

"I found /one very pathetie case. 
The cow that hnd k<'pr the-fainilv alive 
for months. faihMl to ;:ive milk for lack 
of feed. Slie hu<l to be i««ild fur a trifle, 
i The father prepared a gooii meal of 
j **P»e«M|>i. * dun)plin;:< fur his family. 

iBis little daughter asked how it was 
that they were having such |eed food 
I afier weeks of bnnper. After they had 
ealeo, he told them that he had put 
p o t ss a to each dampllag and all would 
soon be oni of their luisery. He could 
not bear to see them starve and they 
were dead wbee I arrived. 

'Tlease send money for these poor 
him>au beings. The railroad into 
Manchuria will haul wheat free of 
charge bat we havent aao«gl| momtf 
to buy the wheat** 

Dr. Mullins ^hma sent an appeal to 
the clergy of Kentndty to relate the 
erperieDfes of this missienary. Joseph 
Burge. treasurer pf the Famine Fund, 
aeudji the funds to China through the 
•tato Department at Waghington.

Naturally the dealers in building 
supplies advocate ho;ne building in 
the interest of business, but never- 
theless all students of social welfare 
advocate it from motives wholly dis- 
interested and the difliculties of the 
last half dozen years have created a 
house shortage which {makes home 
building more and more of a biisi- 
ness proposition than it was when 
houses for rent were more plentiful 
than renters for housM. 

Whether building enppilea are as 
low aa they will be in 1922 nobody 
knows, hut^ey are decidedly lower 
than they were in 1920, and the fam- 
ily which needs a home in 1921 has 
a long time to wait if it must wait 
till that indefinite time when every- , 
one will say building materials have 
reached the bed rock price.
